1. IN FURTHER CONVERSATION WITH GAIA, YOU MAY RESPOND 
AS FOLLOWS ON POINTS RAISED BY HIM (REF A): 

A. QUESTIONS OF ECONOMICS AND ENERGY HAVE BEEN 
DISCUSSED AT PAST NATO MEETINGS. LAST DECEMBER, IN 
RESTRICTED SESSION, NATO FOREIGN MINISTERS HAD AN 
EXTENDED AND VERY USEFUL REVIEW OF KEY ISSUES. LAST 
JUNE, AT THE NATO SUMMIT IN BRUSSELS, CHANCELLOR 
SCHMIDT MADE AN EXTREMELY VALUABLE INTERVENTION ON THE 
SUBJECT. BY SUGGESTING THAT SUCH MATTERS COULD BE TAKEN 
UP AT A MAY SUMMIT, WE ARE NOT PROPOSING THAT NATO 
BECOME A DECISION-MAKING BODY IN THE FIELD. WE 
CONTINUE TO FEEL, HOWEVER, THAT THESE ARE MATTERS 
NATO HEADS OF GOVERNMENT AND FOREIGN MINISTERS SHOULD 
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HAVE A DIRECT BEARING ON THE HEALTH OF EACH OF NATO'S 
GOVERNMENTS AND ON THE ABILITY OF THE ALLIES TO PROVIDE 
FOR THEIR COLLECTIVE SECURITY THROUGH NATO. 

B. THERE MAY BE COMPLICATIONS IN ORGANIZING A SUMMIT 
ARISING FROM GREEK-TURKISH DIFFERENCES ANDFROMTHE 
PORTUGUESE SITUATION. THESE PROBLEMS MUST, 

HOWEVER, BE WEIGHED AGAINST THE NEED FOR THE ALLIES TO 
CONSIDER AN ARRAY OF ISSUES WHICH WE BELIEVE CANBESTBE 
CONSIDERED AT THE SUMMIT LEVEL. 

C. GAIA IS CORRECT IN SUPPOSING THAT WE ENVISION CSCE AS 
ONLY ONE OF A NUMBER OF ITEMS WHICH WILL BE CONSIDERED AT 
A NATO SUMMIT AND MENTIONED IN WHATEVER COMMUNIQUE IS 
RELEASED AT THE CLOSE OF THE MEETING. 

2. PLEASE ASK GAIA TO CONVEY TO PRIME MINISTER MORO OUR 
STRONG DESIRE FOR HIS FULL SUPPORT INCONVENING A SUMMIT. 
PRIME MINISTER MORO, FROM HIS POLITICAL PERSPECTIVE, WILL 
WELL APPRECIATE HOW IMPORTANT IT IS FOR THEWESTERN 
PUBLIC TO BE AWARE OF THE FACT THAT THEIR LEADERS ARE 
ACTIVELY ENGAGING IN EFFORTS TO DEAL WITH THEMAIOR 
ISSUES CONFRONTING THE WEST. 

3. OTHER ADDRESSEES MAY DRAW ON FOREGOING IN THEIR 
CONVERSATIONS AS APPROPRIATE.
